on the night of Aug. 1, but were driven 
back by-th* Japanese -warships on guard 
DUtdde. 


• NEW CHWANG, Aug. 4.—Field Mar- 
shal Oyama, commander-in-chicf of the 
Japanese forces in Manchuria, and Gen. 
Kodama, chief of staff, left Kal Chou 
yesterday and have established head- 
quarter* in the'field with the army. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—The Japa- 


nese legation today received tho follow- 
ing cablegram from Tokio: 


"General Oku reports that the enemy 


is retreating northward 
oontiuually 


' since August 2nd. On August 3rd, our 


army occupied Hai Cheng and 
New 


Chwang, situated thirty miles northeast 
of tho open port of tho same name." 


NEW CHWANG; Wednesday, Aug. 3. 


—(Delayed in transmission)—Gen. Ku- 
roki -with one hundred thousand men is 


. 
now behind tho Russian forces; Gen. Oku 
•with an army of 50,000 men is on their 
front, -while flanking them on the' left is 
Gen. Nodzu with his division of 50,000 
men. 
If General Kuropatkin is defeated in 


this battle ho must cither move west- 
ward or surrender. 


The foreign military attaches are with 


the second army en route for tho front 
to witness the battle. 


Japanese troopships are expected here 


tomorrow. 


The Russian troops at Port Arthur 


have been.driven back to tho last line of 
their defences. The Japanese attacking 
force has three hundred and fifty guns 
In action. 


THE JAPANESE OBJECTIVE. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 4.—The army 


organ makes no Effort to 
foreshadow 


events of tho immediate future in the 
far oast and gives no clue to General 
Kuropatkin's intentions but it declares 
that events of the last ten days demon- 
strate conclusively that the Japanese 
objective since the beginning of the war 
had been to strike the main army of 
tho Russians and not, as popularly sup 
posed, to take Port Arthur. 


The paper says the Japanese general 


• advance began July 23, the taking of 


T» Tchc Kiao .being a signal for the final 
•truggle in the valley of the Liao river, 
On July 31, after six days' preparation, 
the armies of Generals Oku and Nodzu

NOTHING SAID OF GUNS LOSS. 
Gen. Kuropatkin's official details of 


the fighting July 31 at Simoucheng say 
that only a division and a half .were on- 
gaged. The report does not mention the 
loss of guiis, neither was Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Alcxieff in command, as stated in 
the dispatch from Tokio -yesterday. Gen. 
Alexieff who commands the Fifth East 
Siberian division of General Stakelborg's 
corps, was posted on the other Bide of 
Hai Cheng 'July-Si. 


The war office does not intend to pub- 


lish tho name of the actual commander 
at Simoucheng for reasons of military 
expediency.

JAPS 'ARE' WAEY. 


The war office does -not expect the Ja- 


panese to resume their advance for sev- 
eral days. They are always slow and 
cautious and make the roost careful prep- 
arations before striking. Now they ,*ro 
probably again preparing for a1 flanking 
movement on a large scale and' possibly 
awaiting the marching up of a strong col- 
umn from New Chwang. 


The failure of the Japnmeae- 'to follow 


up their success is evidently the cause 
of great satisfaction to the general staff 
here. Whether this, feeling is due to tho 
fact that the delay will give Gen. Kuro- 
patkin breathing space and enable him to 
arrange his concentrated dispositions 'for 
the coming battle, or because it will al- 
low him the requisite time to effect his 
withdrawal northward is of course un- 
known, the general staff not even admit- 
ting that the commander-ln-ohiei is con- 
templating escape. In either event, how- 
ever, 'the Russians will profit by the de- 
clination of the Japanese to pursue their 
advantage.' '

icld. All the shipping on the Neva was 
dressed in bunting and St. • Petersburg 
was gaily decorated. The streets were 
illed with holiday crowds intent, upon 
Measure and the tragic ..events. reported 
'rom the seat of war seemed temporarily 
;o be forgotten. 


SUNK BY RUSSIAN BOAT.- 


CHE FOO, Aug. 4:— 8 -p-m.— Twenty 


one survivors of tte British steamer Hip- 
sang which was sunk by a Russian tor- 
pedo boat in Pigeon bay on July 26, ar- 
•ived here today on board of the German 
steamer Sulbcrg. Among tho survivors 
are three Europeans. 
They state that 


Wolf Hill first was taken by tho Japa 
nese army, before Port Arthur on July 
24. When the Hipsang commenced to 
sink, the Chinese on board rushed for 
the boats nnd the Europeans were com- 
pelled to swim. Finally, they were rea- 
;ued by the torpedo boat and were con- 
fined until Aug. 2 at Port Arthur -when 
they were ordered to leave in a -junk 
which was provided for them. After em-: 
barking on Aug. 2, tho junk was picked 
up by a Japanese torpedo boat which of- 
fered to tow them to Che Foo. Admiral 
Togo's -flagship, however, signalled a re- 
fusal and the junk proceeded alone. Later 
tho refugees were taken on board the 
German stcataer Sulberg, which reached 
port today.

Lnst year the improvements made cosi 
$719.73, leaving a balance of $10,451.81 
The estimated cost of resetting cribs an< 
in maintaining the channels and piers a 
Kenosha is $10,025.. Sum of $17,475 is 
available. At Waukegan the governmen 
built 1,000 feet of pier nnd made other 
repairs to the harbor. The total sun 
spent .during the fiscal year was $70, 
040.57. It is' estimated that $08,000 wil 
be -needed, in addition to. $230,193.02 
available, to carry out the improvements 
planned* for. that port.

DETROIT, Mich., Aug. *.—The Am- 


erican Federation of Catholic societies 
today held the most important business 
meeting of their three days' convention. 
A set of resolutions was adopted and 
officers were elected, in addition to a. 
number of changes being made • in the 
constitution of the federation. The most 
mpor'tant of these changes is. nno per- 
mitting Catholic parishes and , instittir 
;ionsi to become members of the fcdera- 
;ion, as well as Catholic societies'. An 
amendment was also adopted permitting 
officers to hold office for more, than two- 
terms. The following cablegram was sent 
to Pope Pius X. today.

The American Federation of Catholic 


Societiea, assembled at • Detroit, as its 
fourth convention, greets .your holiness 
on this, your first anniversary a-s su- 
preme pontiff, with sentiments of filial 
iffection, offers you its best wishes for a 
happy and' successful reign and humbly 
isks for the apostolic blessing." 


ANENT PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


On the school question the resolutions 


say: 


We propose' as a remedy the following, 


so far as we are concerned. Let no pub- 
ic moneys bo paid .out for religious in- 
struction -in--any schools; let the.cdnca- 
;ional-por capitaLtax be disburscd.for re- 
sults in purely secular studies only in our 
Catholic schools, our teachers receiving 
their salaries as other teachers receive 
theirs; to ascertain-the results, let our 
schools be submitted to state or city_ ex- 
aminations. Thus will the great princi- 
ple of our government, "No public mon- 
eys for sectarian purposes," be preserved 
intact. Betcer observance of the Sab- 
bath is urged, and gratification is ex- 
pressed at the outcome of tho negotia- 
tion with the friars' lands in the Phil- 
ippines. 


ON THE DIVORCE EVIL. 


On the divorce question the resolutions 


say: 
We call upon all of Catholic and non- 


Catholic citizens, especially our state 
federations, to use all proper necessary 
influence to frame such laws as will ef- 
fectively j-pptrict and reduce the facil- 
ity of'obtaining a divorce and bring 
about more 'uniformity in the marriage 
and divorce laws of'the different states. 


SOCIALISM CONDEMNED. 


Socialism is condemned, and a close 


study of social questions is urged.. The 
resolutions then say: 


We heartily cndorso the endeavor ol 


workingmen to better their material 
condition nnd to promote their temporal 
prosperity by the formation of trades 
unions, .but at the same time we exhort 
our Catholic "workingmcn to form-spe- 
cial associations, tho object of which ia 
to provide also for their religious and 
moral wants and to instruct them prop- 
erly on the social questions and a prac- 
tical solution thereof. 


CATHOLIC LITERATURE. 


Corruption in polities is deplored and 


all Catholic citizens .are urged to use 
every legitimate influence to .check the 
evil. Efforts to secure the placing of a 
proper proportion of Catholic books in 
public libraries are urged, and it is stat- 
ed that when a librarian is unable to 
make proper selection of Catholic books 
the Catholic citizens should demand the 
appointment of such a person as shall 
respect the rights of all. 
; 


NEXT CONVENTION CITY. 


The .Louisiana delegation succeeded in 


capturing, the convention .unanimously 
for the. selection of New Orleans for tha 
next annual meeting. Milwaukee, San 
Francisco, Buffalo .and several other 
cities had been mentioned as competing 
candidates.

Picture Frame Manufacturing 


Concern Will be Located'. 


in Thriving 


-MILWAUKEE, Aug. 4.—Efforts arc 
jeing mado to convey the impression 
,hat Gov. La Follette had'no knowledge 
of the discrepancies in the books of the 
Teasury until-lates last" week, and that 
as soon as he'learned of them steps wera 
taken to set matters straight. It is 
claimed by men in a position to know 
;he facts that the governor did have 
knowledge of the irregularities and that 
the report of these irregularities reached 
lim • many weeks ago. * In addition to 
;his;'it ia contended that there, was no 
excuse whatever, for the governor's not 
litving a.'knowledge.of the condition of 
affairs;'as.he,'with the attorney general,, 
s''expressly, required by law to examine- 
rito''the accounts of the secretary of 
state land state treasurer and to asccr- 
;iin'if the balances are in the treasury- 
or; in proper state depositories. 


: STATUTE PRESCRIBES DUTY. 


.': Section. 159, of the revised statutes of 
Wisconsin, in reference to this, subject, 
jrovides that examinations shall be. 
nade at least once in each quarter year 
and at such other times as the governor 
may elect. 


It is claimed that in pursuance of this 


section, if Gov. La Follette haa regarded 
ts provisions, the discrepancy in the de- 
>osit fund derived from tho sale of the 
itate'lands in question would have been 
detected and an accounting demanded 
some months ago. .Under Gov. Scofield 


Corliss, seven miles west of this city, 


formerly Western Union Junction, is one 
of the most rapidly growing suburban 
districts in the bounty. The establish- 
ment of the big Brown-Corliss company 
brought huhdreds of residents and re- 
sulted in many, cottages being built. Then 
came hotels, saloons, club houses, etc. 


Now another, immense factory has

One of the officers of-the 
Brown-Corliss company made, the state- 
ment;last night that the company had 
closed the drsal and that ground for the 
new.buildings for the industry would bo 
broken soon- 


The factory will be located west of tho 


Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul tracks. 
The structure will be 60x120, oi brick, 
two stories high and fire proof, modern 
in all respects. 


Just how much capital will be invested 


in the new concern is not stated, but 
possibly will not be loss than $25,000. 
When ready to start from 50 to-100, men 
will bo employed and this number will 
be increased to. 300, which means, with 
families of the employes, an increased 
population of BOO. In addition to this 
many small cottages and homes are to 
be built. 


The name of the factory can not be 


given at present, but the name will be 
changed to that of the Corliss Picture- 
Frame Manufacturing company. 


There has been, talk of a large steel 


factory and perhaps a car wheel factory 
being 'secured for Corliss, but the pro- 
motors of that town state that so far 


stbey know no negotiations are pend- 


ing for such enterprises.

There was no mistaking the immigrants 


who- compose the latest acquisition to 
the packers' force besieged in the stock- 
rards. The recduts were loaded down 
with .boxes, bags and bundles wrapped: in 
cloths, all speaking eloquently of Medi- 
;crranean ports,. Others carried big 
grips and some few the small box-like 
,runks frequently seen in the luggage of 
steerage passengers from Baltic ports. 
On most of the luggage a"Passed" tag 
of the customs house office still appeaf- 
ed.

ments where' the imported men entered 
upon active duty.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Major M.'J. 


Case, city-engineer of Manila has laid 
before the secretary of war and'Col. 
Edwards, chief of the bureau of insular 
affairs, plans for the proposed water sup- 
ply and Sewerage system for Manila, 
•which matter formed the subject of an 
extended conference at the war depart- 
ment. T-hc plans have received the ap- 
proval of the municipal board of Manila 
and have been favorably reported upon 
to the secretary of war by eminent con- 
sulting engineers sent to the Philippine 
Islands. 


The new water supply will be brought 


to the city of Manila by gravity through 
a pipe line from the heights at the head 
of the Mariquina valley a distance of 
sixteen miles at a cost of $2,000,000. Ma- 
jor Case's plans have the approval of 
the secretary of war and steps will now 
be taken looking to tho letting of con 
tracts. An issue of bonds to meet tbo 
cost to be incurred has been authorii- 
ed.

The inquiry, into the 
cost of living shows that living for work- 
ing men'» families iiaviug under $1,200 
income per year had increased during 
this period 15.5 per oent. In order to 
ascertain this average increase the labor 
bureau secured the income and expendi- 
ture in detail of 2,507 families in thirty- 
three states, retail prices being taken. 
Tho statement shows that the 2,507 fam- 
ilies consisted of an average of 5.31 per- 
«ons, and that tho average jneorae for 
tho year 1001 was $827; the average an- 
nual expenditure for «.ll persons was 
$7.68, and the .average expenditure for 
food $326 per family. The principal items 
of expenditure were food, clothing and 
taxes. The expenditure for intoxicating 
liquors averaged 14.5! per cent of the 
total income. The lo\yest average price 
of food from 1800 to 1903 was in 1886, 


' when it was 05.3 per cent of the average 
- price from 1890 to 1800. The highest 


price wao in 1002, when it was 110.9 per 
cent of tho average price, for the period.

Chicago News: Some of the strikers

Experience teaches that the police are 


not lacking in sympathy for men who are 
out-of work and anxious to win a strike 
by which they hope to better their con- 
dition. The police, however, represent 
the public. The public demands peace. 
The public demands protection for each 
one of its members who is threatened 
with bodily assault. The spirit of law- 
lessness which manifests itself in tho 
speedy assembling of riotous mobs for 
the stoning of non-union workers, the 
overturning of meat wagons and the 
committing'of other outrageous acts on 
the public streets can not bo viewed with 
tolerance by the public or by its repre- 
sentatives, the police. In the midst of 
great excitement in a populous commun- 
ity like the stock yards district the peo- 
ple are easily misled by the unanimity 
of sentiment which prevails among them- 
selves regarding so-called strike break- 
ers . It i-s the duty of their leaders to 
remonstrate with, them'against commit- 
ting lawless acts as the result of the pre- 
vailing . excitement. The police, as the 
visible representatives of the law, can 
only oppose force with force. To harbor 
resentment against them for the methods 
they employ is shortsighted. They musi 
carry out their instructions to.tho best 
of their ability. 


Wise leadership is essential, in anj

CLEVELAND'S AID ASKED 


Ex-President Invited .to Take

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 3.—5:45 p.

BACK TO LIAO YANG. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. '3.—General 


Kuropatkin's .armies are now concentrat- 
ing at Liao Yang, falling back respective- 
ly upon Anshanshan, Liandiansian 
and 


Anping, as predicted in the dispatches of 
the Associated Press. These three points 
form a ring of olosely-knit defences 
around Liao Yang and enable; General 
Kuropatkin to risk a general engage- 
ment. The only cause for anxiety is An- 
ping and Gen. Kuropatkin's words that 
he hoped the troops would' hold that 
place, indicate » misgiving. The Japa- 
neso evidently realized the advantage of 
attacking this point and directed their 
strongest advance along the Saisatzi- 
Liao Yang lines. 


MAXY DIE FROM SUNSTROKE. 
'A brief teltgram from Gen. Kuropatkin 


received this morning reports tho evac- 
uation of Hai Cheng and declares the 
Japanese did not continue the attack 
toward Liao Yang Aug. 2, adding that 
evidently they were unable to follow up 
their advantage of the previous day ow- 
ing to the stubborn resistance of the 
Russians coupled with the tropical heat. 
The general says the 
soldiers 
throw 


away their equipments and adds that ev- 
erything possible was done to relieve 
them, but nevertheless there . were a 
irreat number of deaths from, sunstroke. 
He does not specify, the .casualties of the 
battle and makes no mention of the loss 
of guns.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—The state

THE JAPANESE OBJECTIVE. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 4;—-The army 


organ makes no effort to foreshadow 
events of the immediate future in the 
far east and gives no clue to Genera] 
Kuropatkin's intentions but it declares 
that events of the last ten days demon- 
strate conclusively that the Japanese 
objective since the beginning of the war 
had been to strike the main army of 
the Russians and not, as popularly sup- 
posed, to take Port Arthur. 


The paper says the Japanese general 


advance began July 23, the taking of 
Ta Tche Kiao.being a signal for the final 
struggle in the valley of the Liao river. 
On July 31, after six days' preparation, 
the armies ov Generals Okn and Nodzn 
moved against Hai Cheng. The same day 
General Kuroki began his advance upon 
JJao Yang. 


This paper estimates the strength of 


Knroki's army at 120,000 men,, of which 
number 50,000 are on the high road to 
Idao Yang, 30,000 on the Saiinatszu Liao 
Yang railroad, 30,000'on the roads to 
Mnkden and 10,000 in reserve. The pa- 
per does not give the figures of General 
Okn'g and Nodzu's armies, which are be- 
lieved to bring the total close to 200-

DEPARTURE POSTPONED. 


The sailing of the cruiser division of 


the Baltic squadron has been postponed 
for a fortnight. The cruiser Oleg ami 
transport Kamtachaka, are ready to go 
into commission. The vessels now com- 
missioned are the battleships Alexander 
II, and Borodino, the armored cruiser 
Admiral Nakhimoff, the battleship Niva- 
rin, the battleship Oslialtia, the protected 
cruiser Aurora, the battleship Souyaroff;

The report does-not mention the 
loss of guns, neither was Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Alcxieff in command, as stated in 
the dispatch from Tokio'yesterday. Gen. 
Alexieff who commands the Fifth East 
Siberian division of General Stakelberg's 
corps, was posted on the other ride of 
Hai Cheng'July. 31.

The war office does not expect the Ja- 


panese to resume their advance for sev- 
eral days. They are always slow and 
cautious and make the most careful prep-* 
arations before striking. Now they'are 
probably again preparing for a flanking 
movement on a large scale and'possibly 
awaiting the marching up-of a strong col- 
umn from New Chwang.

The failure of the Japanese- to follow 


up their success is evidently the cause 
of great satisfaction to the general staff 
here. Whether this feeling is due to' the 
fact that the delay will give Gen. Kuro- 
patkin breathing space and enable him to 
arrange his concentrated dispositionsl'for 
the coming battle, or because it will'al- 
low him the requisite time to effect his. 
withdrawal northward is of course un- 
known, the general staff not even admit-^ 
ting that the commander-ln-ohief is con- 
templating escape. In either event, how* 
ever, the Russians will profit by the de-

, CHE FOO, Aug. 4:—8 Tpr-m>-Twenty- 
one survivors of the British steamer Hip- 
saag which was sunk by a Russian tor- 
pedo boat in Pigeon bay on July 28, ar- 
rived here today on board of the German 
steamer Sulberg. Among the survivors 
are three Europeans. They state that 
Wolf Hill first was taken by the Japa-

the fluctuations through the area of 
prosperity: which, followed tlie return of

It will be recalled that, when the fig-

• were made public, they were. met by 
the Democrats, and by some doubting 
persons of professed Republican faith, 
who asserted that while wages had pos- 
sibly increased, the increase in the cost 
of 
living had 
been correspondingly 


greater. The figures of the .report made 
public today clearly disprove that asser- 
tion. 


Investigation of 510 occupations rep- 


resenting sixty-seven industries in 3,420 
separate establishments show an aver- 
age increase in wages dnring this period 
of 18.8 per cent. The inquiry, into the 
cost of living shows that living for work- 
ing men's families having under '$1,200 
income per year had increased during 
this period 15.5 per cent. In order to 
ascertain this average increase the labor 
bureau secured the income and expendi- 
ture in detail of 2,507 families in thirty- 
three states, retail prices being taken. 
The statement shows that the 2,507 fam- 
ilies consisted of an average of 5.31 per- 
sons, and that the average income for 
the year 1001 was $827; the average an- 
nual expenditure for till persons was 
$768, and the .average expenditure for 
food $320 per family. The principal'items 
of expenditure were food, clothing and 
taxes. The expenditure for intoxicating 
liquors averaged 14.51 per cent of the 
total income. The lowest average price 
of food from 1800 to 1903 was in 1808, 
when it was 9S.3 per cent of the average 
price from 1890 to 1899. The highest 
price wa« In 1902, when it was 110.9'per 
cent of the average price for the period. 
The average cost of food per family in 
1890 was $318; in 1806, $290; in 1002, 
$344, and in 1903, $342.

It is the duty of their leaders to 
remonstrate with them against commit- 
ting lawless acts as tbe result of the pre- 
vailing' excitement. Tbe police, as the 
visible 'representatives of the law, can 
only oppose force with force. To harbor 
eaentment against them for the methods 
they employ is shortsighted. They must 
carry out their instructions to.the best 
of their ability. 


Wise leadership is essential, in any 


strike. The heavy responsibility resting 
on the shoulders of the leaders in this' 
stockyards • controversy should make 
them eager to serve well the thousands 
whom -they represent without regard for 
their individual prejudices and piquet.

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THE RECORD OF DEEDS PERFORMED 


President Roosevelt says in his accep- 


tance: "During the seven years that 
have just passed there is no duty, do- 
mestic 
or foreign," which we have 


shirked; no necessary task which we 
have feared to undertake, or which we 
have not performed with reasonable ef- 
ficiency.

But it 
can not be overlooked that It i* only 
effective where industrial' conditions give 
it free play, and these conditions must 
often be established by legislation. More- 
over, any trust which monopolizes/nat- 
ural materials, a» the anthracite coal 
trust does now, or as the ateel trust 
some time conceivably may, would not 
be open to such regulation. 


As to public opinion, it would be a 


queer, regulator to depend on if it did 
not operate through its power of legis- 
lating. There is a public opinion of the 
moujiks in Russia, but it has no means 
of making itself felt, and it would be 
ridiculous to speak of it a» exercising 
any influence on the industrial develop- 
ment of the country. In fact, most peo- 
ple will refuse to call it public opinion 
at alt for the very reason that it can 
not enforce its demands. Kven the kind 
of public opinion that prescribes for us 
the style ot straw hats we are wearing, 
tyrannous as it seems, would go but a 
short distance if it came into sharp con- 
flict with profit and lorn accounts. 


It does not, of course, follow that leg- 


islation must forever be resorted to for 
the control of the trusts. Indeed; leg- 
islation of this kind is. always experi- 
mental and *o doubtful itt its outcome 
that, in the present state of'our wisdom, 
it is: most often better avoided. But to 
talk of public opinion as * regulator, 
and at the same time, to exclude the leg-, 
istation which is public opinion's weapon, 
ia like putting idle public, wishes a^ the 
helm instead of will power and expect- 
ing to steer a straight course.

Three Japanese Armies Press- 


ing in on Kuropatkin's For- 


ces at Liao Yang. 


Decisive Battle of War at Hand if Islanders Fol- 


low up Success of Past Three Days-- ^^

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 3.—5:45 p,

Press hears that Emperor Nicholas has 
Just received a telegram at Peterhof con 
taining alarming news.

BACK TO LIAO YANG. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 'S.—General 


Kuropatkin's .armies ore now concentrat- 
ing at Liao Yang, falling bock respective- 
ly upon Anshanshan, Liandiansian and 
'Anping, a* predicted in the dispatches of 
the Associated Press. These three points 
form a ring of closely-knit 
defences 


around Liao Yang and enables General 
Kuropatkin to risk a general engage- 
ment. The only cause for anxiety is An- 
ping and Gen. Kurbpatkin's words that 
lie hoped the troops would' hold that 
place, indicate a misgiving.

To Press Its Interpretation -of 


Contraband ol War. 


Contends That Foodstuffs Kot Directly 


Intended for Belligerent Army 


Cannot be no Classed. 


WASHINGTON, Ang. ' 3.—The state 


department is in telegraphic •jommuniea- 
tion with its agencies abroad respecting 
the Kussian seizures and destruction oi 
American boats, it is not yet 'ready to 
define precisely its position as to the 
whole subject of seizures. - These exchan- 
ges are not confined to St. Petersburg 
and Washington, but are intended to de- 
velop the purposes* of the governments 
of other nations and particularly of 
Great Britain and Germany whose ship- 
ping has suffered more than that of any 
other. The loss of a part of a cargo is 
in point of international law an issue 
of far less magnitude than the destruc- 
tion of a ship and so far the British and 
Germans have lost their snips and the 
Americans only the cargo.' This'fact is 
believed to justify the state department 
in proceeding more leisurely than would 
otherwise be the case, leaving it to the 
larger sufferers to establish their own 
policies respecting seizures. 


BRITISH PRECEDENT. 


It is said here that the precedent cs-, 


tablifth'ed in the British and Boer war as 
well as in the operations in China during 
the Black Flag uprising have worked so 
satisfactorily and have received such uni- 
versal approval that under no circum- 
stances will America now recede 
from 


the doctrine that food stuffs not directly 
intended for the use of a belligerent ar- 
my or navy, cannot be regarded ns con- 
traband. While thia contention is direct- 
ly at variance with the Knssian decree on 
the subject as promulgated at the begin- 
ning oftthe present war in view of the fact 
that it is believed to be the German po- 
sition and is certainly that of Great Brit- 
ain as evinced by paying for American 
food cargoes seized during the Boer war,
